W ashington, Pa., A p ril 24.— W ith at 
least D u men dead in the mine and a 
possibility that lh** list of victim s will 
reach 200. scores of rescue parties are 
at work in the Cincinnati m ine of the 
Pittsburgh Coal company, on the M o 
non gall ela river, near here, where oc­ 
curred one of the most disastrous ex 
plosions ever recorded in the long hi* 
tory of mine tam m ies in Washington 
county. 
The exact cause of th* explosion it 
not known, and how many lives were 
sacrificed w ill probably not be ascer­ 
tained for days 
Leas than two score 
survivors have been rescued from the 
3UU men who were at work when the 
explosion occurred. 
Those men who 
came through Hie flames and smoke 
and reached the surface are suffering 
keenly from shock ami fright and can 
tell little of the horrors below 
th* 
ground. 
The explosion was terrific, the force 
of the codcushIou breaking windows! 
in houses a considerable distance from 
the Courtney entrance of the mine 
Before the reverberations had died 
away a hurrying p anicstricken pro 
cession was on its way to the main 
entrances As th e se friends and rela 
tlvew of the men underground reached 
the entrain e a smoke grimed and ter­ 
ror-stricken driven with his string ot 
coal cars cam e tumbling out into th* 
daylight. 
H e said tie was well w ithin the m inn 
with his cars when he heard the ex­ 
plosion, w hich he estimated was at I 
least a m ile and a half from the Bur 
face 
As be rushed to daylight and 
safety he passed two dead bodies, not 
of which he recognized as that of a 
Frenchm an. Flinlle la-roy, who was a 
w e llto d o resident of the little turning 
town. 
The alarm was sounded all up arid 
down the river valley, and within a 
short tim e came score* of workers 
from other 
mines, volunteering for 
places on the rescue parties 
which!

falling coal and slate Tem porary re 
paira were finally made to the air ays J 
tem so that it was possible for th* 
rete ne parties to work in short shifts. 
Bu t th irty six men have bean rescued 
from the mine. O f these tw enty men) 
es* a(»ed at the Mingo entrance, eight 
at the Fin le yville entrain e and eight 
at the Courtney entrance 
Those in charge of the rescue work 
have practically given up hope of sav 
lug any of the HH) men at work on the 
left side of the mine, all of whom 
must have been within the immedlat* 
vicin ity of the explosion 
Happing!

debris which choked up three main 
entrances of the mine, and It it hoped 
that some of the Sun workers within 
w ill ye! t*e save*!. 
No dead have tn*en brought out, ths 
rescuers confining all th*-ir efforts tc 
the attempt to roach the men wht 
may still be alive. 
The survivors who have gotten oui 
tell terrible stories of the scenes with i 
iii the mine and relate how fire broke 
out in place*, adding to the horror !

Holmes wa* hurled to th*
